State Constabulary will Enforce

Fish and Game Laws. Aid 
in Eire Protection. 


The Powell bill 
reorganizing the 


S ts’e I ol>e Department became a law 
W ain*-day through approval by the 
Governor ar I immediate 
steps will 
be taken to 
work out the 
changes 
and to recruit the fifth 
troop of the 
State Force, to be 
located in H arris­ 
burg. The bill parsed the Senate fin­ 
ally Monday night 
ami the 
House 
goon after concurred in the amend­ 
ments. 
Th» bill creates a bureau of fire pro­ 
tection to tune over the duties of the 
State Fire M arshal’s Departm ent; re­ 
organizes the office of the superin­ 
tender t, provides that State policemen 
shall enforce laws relative to game, 
fish and forestry, establishes a bureau 
for the keeping of records of crimea 
and criminal*, and creates one troop 
of eighty three men, to be headed by a 
aeptain. 
The deputy superinten lent is to be 
named by the 
superintendent 
with 
approval of th;* Governor and be paid 


$4,000; a chief of the fire 
bureau at 


$4,OOO; and statisticians, 
clerks and 


other employes are to be similarly 


named. The law also define* various 


iut.ev of the police relative to fires, 


the enforcement of the game, fish and 
forestry law* and provides that upon 
approval by the (Jovernor, police may 
be calli d upon by other departm ents 
to enforce the law*. 


The new troop is to l>e located near 
the State Arsenal ground* on the east­ 
ern limits of H arrisburg, where the 
State will build a barracks ami stables 
under express
